Profusely abounding in facetious aptitude 
and appeasing constituency, so superlutivels 
humorous that some portion, or the other. is 
sire to delight any one whonisoever, this pre 
duction is traly the cream of comics: a rare 
sort of gigele producer, chucked full of fun. 

The hero more appropriately, the victini 
encounters as hazardous a lot of mishaps as 
could befall any martvred individual with a 
degree of safety for Life or posible avoidance of 
fatal injury. 

The first section of soothing SCONOMYA LN 
affords the ony interval for o4 long 
breath, A muid is busy about the dinine- 
room of «a well furnished home. is late with 
breakfast, everything goes wrong and she sn 
perstitiously polnis to the calendar which 
shows the date ta be Friday the 13th. She wor 
riés over this discovery and becomes more con 
fused. The mistress enters and shows decided 
anger lecause the morning meal is not served 
Then tubby enters, (This is where the “big 
noise” begins because he is the funnw many: 
he--the victime—is already lute at his office, and 
insists on breakfast being broueht forth imme 
diately. Everything served is only half coaked 
und consequently tough. He frets at this, then 
purine his finge on a hot dish--in fact, on 
several liot dishes, is alsa superstitious about 
the welrd looking calendar date, becomes more 
annoyed and excited, tucks the tablecloth wn 
dev his chin in his confused search for a nap 
kin, gets up hurriedly, pulls the tabe over 
with him, upsetting all the dishes, This makes 
him so sore he |sicks the table aver, then se oks 
eomiposire from 6 cigar which proves to he 
an ill weed, The maid appears, he tries to take 
his spite out on ber, but is thoroughly antag- 
onized in this attempt. His wife is fir fre: 
estipathetic over his misbehavior and when he 
leaves the house she follows him. He falls 
in the snow just outside the door, sees his wite 
and “lights a rag.” with his heart’s idel in 
close pursuit, 

Next the victini tries to catch a car to get 
down tewn, misses it and Is next seen in can- 
flitting unison with the snowy sireet, He ther 
sees two men In a fighting argument. Thew ec

change their rights a coup.¢ of times and he 
intervenes by shoving them apart. Both are 
angered at this interference and threw him 
i a snowheap, head first, sumiciently hurd to 
break his corpus callosum, but still actively in 
fent upon getting to his office, he hires a bie 
ele, which turns out a failure, is bruised con 
silerably, and throws the wheel from him with 
such flerce dise that the tires come off, Sue- 
ceedings this he hires an OXpress Waeon, drives 
it himself, frantically, rans amuck, gets out 
und upon seeing the waron’s nwamber to be 13, 
almost prostrates. Goes turther and appre: 
riites a delivery sled, makes another reckless 
drive, turns a sharp corner and is thrown head 
ever heels in a snow bank. (Mgr Note-—This 
was a dangerously hard fall, and an unintended 
one, Dut shows up swell) 

He findlly gets to the office, so lame that he 
sends for a pair of crutches. But he is still 
able to get “mushy” with his young hudy office 
assistant; at which point the wife arrives. 
Catching him enguged thus blissfully, she ini 
mediately proceeds to flag him with an artie’e 
of timbreilic diameter, The girl is frivhtened 
ly a shrivel. Boy brines erutehes and the vie 
tim starts for home, enthusiostically encour 
aged by his heart's idol, who energetically flogs 
him the best part of the way, if net all, He is 
next seen beaten to a frase, and laid out. 
with his cruteh appurtenances, on the front 
stele of their sulmrhban domicile, 

Upon their return a message awaits them an- 
nouncing the intended visit of his mother-in 
law. The wife is vigorously vindicative toward 
this verisimilitude, but the victimized individ: 
ual experiences a velocity of vieissitude in his 
mental vielnity which vibrates with no ve 
hement viscosity of venial verse or shaws any 
vestige of approval toward this veracious visita 
tion of his vernacular relation-——-only stroneer, 

The fair maternal ancestor soon arrives. 
heading a procession of bundles, bagzagemen 
and a trunk of ancient pedigree, which brings 
up the rear, (She is exceptionally clever in 
this role.) After several narrowly sucessful 
escapes, (he victinng succumbs to her cordial em 
braces, with extreme fear and anxiety, in which 
lovably consolidated state of affairs we leave 
them, 


SWASH-BUCKLER. 


Siwash-buckler, the brageadocio of renown, 
was so culled because of bis perpetual tendency 
fo bluster his valor and because of his redeem. 
ing Teature to defend good from evil, for as 
the picture shows, a good cause eave him a 
strong arm, and to some extent he maintained 
his boastful attitude. Bul his manner was a 
source of constant danger from which ons 
tendship and tlmely gaod fortune saved him 
The finery and antiquitv of the costunies 
and stage settings add remarkably to this pro 
duction, 

The first is a tavern scene where several men 
ore al a table, Swashbuckler enters: his 
fricnds join bin in drink 

Next scene shows where a villainous Captain 
of the Guard is beating a bev for some slight 
offense. 

The boy, knowing Sivash-hachkier to he resent 
fully inclined, comes in and tells him. Captain 
ind soldiers follow. Siwash-hucktor and Captain 
irgue excitedly and a duel ensues in which 
Sicash-buckler jvoves a master With the sward 
ind kills his opponent. His friends disperse the 
soldiers, who later return and take Siash 
huckler liv surprise. With many eans leveled 
it him his sword is of no further avail 

The subsequent scenp shows Sivash-buckler in 
prison, where the bay comes to tell him he will 
fake the bullets out of the soldiers’ guns and 
save him from death, at the intended execu 
tion. The bey leaves and a Mowk, accompanied 
by guards, euters the prison cell and reads the 
conudenmation, 

The following picture shows the boy out in 
the prison court removing the bullets and re- 
placing the guns where he found them. The 
soldiers come after their rifles and then lead 
Swash-buckler out to be shot. They aim and 
fire at him with the blank loads, he falls as 
though killed. Monks carry him away on a 
barrier for dead, After they Ihave arrived at 
their destination, Swash-buckler, to their in 
tense surprise. arises and waves them out of 
his sight. Being greatly frightened they will- 
ingly and hurriedly comply. The finale shows 
Siwash-buckler and the boy making good their 
escape. 
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
